3- ThatSir E. 4. &c. did make Laws defruftive to the liverty 
of the Subjets, is notoriouſly known, for they made what Laws 
they pleaſed without ary conſent of the People, either by themſelves or 
repreſentatives, Which is indeed to deftroy the Fundamentals of the 
Engliſh, and to. Ereft a French Government. We cannot learn 
that the like vas ever practiſed in any place where the Engli(h 
are Planters, but only where Sir E. A. hath been Governour : 
For whereas in ew England by conſtant uſage under their Char- 
ter Governmoot, the Inhabitants of each Town did aflemble as 
occaſion offered to conſider of what might conduce to the wel- 
fare of their reſpective Towns, the relief of the poor, or the 
like, Sir, E. A. with a few of bus conneil, made a Law prohibic- 
ing any Town meeting, except once 4 year, viz. on the third 
Monday in 1.y. The Inhabitants of the Countrey were ſtartled 
at this Law,as being apprehealive the deſign of ic was to prevenc 
the people in every Town from meeting to make complaints of 
their Grievances. And whereas by conſtant uſage any perſon 
might remove out of the Countrey at his pleaſure, a Law was 
made thatno man ſhould do ſo without the Governours leave. 
And all Fiſhing Boats, Coaſters, &c. were to enter into a thou- 
and pound bond, whereby Fees were railed for himſe!f 2nd

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creatures. This Law could not paſs at Boſion, becauſe -many of 
Sir Edmunds Council there oppoled it ; but then a Tana of

In a5 much as the Priſoners mentioned had aſſerted their Engliſh 
Liberties, they were ſeverely handled, not only impriſoned 
for ſeveral weeks, but fined and bound to their good behaviour; 
Mr. Tohbn Wiſe was fined fifty pound beſides colts of Court, de- 
prived of the means of his ſubſiſtance, and gave a thoutand pound 

d for good behaviour. And Mr. John Appleron was fined 
fifry pound and to give a thouſand pound bond for good beha- 
viour, and moreover declared incapable to bear Ofhce, beſides 
unreaſonable Fees. After the ſame manner did they proceed 
with ſevera) others belonging to /pſmich. Likewiſe the Towns 
men of Rowley, Salicbury, Andover, &c. had the ſame meaſure. 
And the Kings SubjeRts were not only oppreſſed thus in the 
Arſſachuſetts Colony, but in Plymouth. For when Shadrach Wild- 
boar the Town Clerk of Tawnton in N. F. did, with the conſent 
ofthe Town, Sign a modeſt Paper ſignifying their not being 
free to raiſe mcney on the Inhabitants without their own con- 
ſent by an afſembly, the honeſt man was for this committed 
clole Priſoner, and after that puniſhed with a Fine of twenty 
Marksand three Months Impriſonment, and bound to find fure- 
ties by Recognizance to appear the next Court, and to be of the 
good behaviour. As tothe matter of fact, the perſons concern- 
ed in theſe Megal and Arburary Tudgments will not have the face 
to deny them; if they do, there are Aſhdavirs now 1n Londor; 
which will evince v, hat hath been related whengver there ſhall

And it is certain, that ſome very good and wiſe 
men in New England do verily believe that he was apy gnikey 
in-this matter, eſpecially conſidering what mn paſs, between 
him and Hope Hood an Indian, . concerning which Mr. Thomas 
Damforth the preſent Deputy Governour at Boſton in New Eng- 
land, ina Letter bearing date April 1. 1690. writeth thas —

Houſeholder nor of any Eſtate or Credit, and one Jobn Levings- 
worth a Bricklayer, who lived in another Colony two hun» 
dred Miles diſtance, When thoſe in Government will uſe ſuch 
baſe Artifices as theſe to accompliſh their pernicious deſigns, how 
thould any mans Eſtate or Life be ſecureunder them ? 

11. That the perſons objeRed againſt, were ſome of them 
gmilry of greet extortion is manifeſt from what hath been rela, 
and may yet be further proved, for ( as by ſome inſtances we 
have already (een, and ſhall now hear more ) they compelled 1c 
totaks Patents for their own Lands, which they, and their Fathers 
before them, had quietly poſleſfled till chele covetous Creatures 
became a Nuſance tothe Councry, and it may be none more 
Criminal, as to this particular, than Mr. Palmer and Mr. Weſ.

here inſerted, bur it is poſſible it may be publiſhed by ir ſelf 
whereby ic will appear that every corner in the Countrey did 
ring with complaints vf the Opprefſions, and ( to ſpeak in 
Mr. Palmer's phraſe ) horrible Uſages of theſe ill Men. Some 
paſſages out of Mr. Hinckley's Narrative reſpeFing this matter, 
we (hall here Tranſcribe. whoſe words are theſe which follow.

The cry of poor Widows and Fatherlels is gone up to Hea- 
ven againſt them on this account ; for the Probate of a Will 
and Letter of Adminiſtration above fifty Shillings hath been 
extorted out of the hands of the Poor, nay they have been 
ſometimes forced to pay more than four Pounds, when noe 
much above a Crown had been due. -Lert Andrew Sergeant and 
Toſeph Quilter many others ſpeak if this be nor crue, 
v. ho were compelled to Travel Two Hundred Miles for the 
Probate of a Will, and to pay the unreatonable and oppreſhive 
Fees complained of, — | 

Beſides theſe things, under Sir Edmurd's Government they 
had wicked ways to extort Money when they pleaſed. Mr. 
IWilliam Coleman complains ( and hath given his Oath accord- 
iogly ) that upon the ſuppoſed hired Evidence of one Man he 
ſuſtained Forty Pound damage in his Eſtate. And there were 
complaints all over the Countrey that Sir Edmund's Exciſe men 
would pretend Sickneſs on rhe Road, and get a Cup of Dri 
of the kr itable People, but privately drop a piece of Mo- 
ney, and afterwards make Oath that they bought Drink ar 
thoſe Houſes, for which the Innocent Perſons were fined moſt 
unreaſonably, and which was extorted from them, though the(e 
Villanies were declared and made known to thoſe then in Power. 
William Goodbue, James and Mary Dennis might be produced as 
Witneſles hereof, with many more. Some of Sir Edmand's 
Creatures have ſaid, That ſuch things as theſe made bis Govern- 
ment to flink. Ald Jobn Hovey and others complain of ſuſtain- 
ing Ten Pound darhages by the Extortion of Officers, though 
never any _ ( they cquid hear of ) was c them 
ro this day, '7ohn and Chriſtopber Oſgood complain of their be- 
ing ſent to Priſon nine or ten days without « Mittimus, or any 
thing laid to their charge, and that afterwards they were forced 
to pay exceſhve charges — It would fill a Volume, if we 
ſhould oo and inert all the Afidevirs which do confirm 
the truth of theſe complaints. 

[n the time of that unhappy Government, if the Officers

Thus 
that worthy and worſhipful Gentleman Nathaniel Salſtorift ui 
Eſquire was ſerved by them and barbaronſly proſecuted, without 
any Information or Crime laid to his charge z for he had done 
nothing worthy of Bonds, but it was the | —— of Sir E. 
and ſome others thus to abule a Gentleman far more Honoura- 
bly deſcended than himſelf, and one concerned in the Govern: 
ment of N. E. before him, bur ( to his Ecernal Renown) one 
who refuſed to accepr o an Illegal and Arbitrary Commiſſion, 
when in the Reign of the Late K. James it was offered to him — 

We have now ſeena whole Jury of complaints which ccn- 
cur in their Verdi againſt Sir E. A. and his Confederates, 
Were theſe things to be heard upon the place, where the Wit- 
neſſes who gave 1n their 4ffidavics are retident, they would a- 
mount to legal proof, as to every particular which- was by rhe

His Commiſſion was ſuch as would make any one 
believe that a Courtier in the time of the Late King James 
ſpoke true, who ſaid Sir E. 4. was ſent to New-England @ pur- 
poſe robe a Plague to the people there, For he with three or four 
more (none of them choſen by the people, but rather by that 
Implacable Enemy who proſecuted the Quo Warranto's againſt their 
Charters, had power given them to make Laws, and raiſe what 
Moneys they ſhould think meet for the ſupport of their own 
Government, and he had power himſelf alone to ſend the beſt 
and moſt uſeful Men a Thouſand Miles, ( and further if he 
would ) out of the Countrey, and to Build Cities and C2tles 
(in the Air ifhe could) and demoliſh them again, and make 
the Purſes of the Poor people pay for it all, Such a Commiſſi- 
on was an unſufferable grievance, and no honeſt Engliſhman 
would ever have accepted of it, or aGted by it — 

Secondly Jealouſies were augmented by his involving the 
Countrey in a War with the Indians, by means whereof he 
hath occaſioned the Ruine of many Families and Plantations ; 


.. yea the Death, or Captivity of we know not how many Souls, 


For he went ( with the Roſe Frigat, andviolently ſeized, and took, 
and 
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and carried away, in a time of peace all the Houſhold Gonds ant 
Merchandiſe: of Monſheur Caſteen a Frenchman at Penobſcor 
who was Allied to the Indians, having Married the Daughter of 
one of their Princes whom they call Sagamores or -Sachems ; and 
when this was done, it was eafie to foreſee, and was generally 
concluded that the French and Indians would ſoon be upon the 
Engliſh, as it quickly came to pals. After the Flame was kin- 
dled, and Barbarous Outrages committed by the Indians, Sir 
Edmund's managery was ſuch as filled the Countrey with greater 
fears of an horrid deſign. For Bloody Indians whom the Engliih 
had ſecured, were not only difinifſed, but rather courted than 
puniſhed by him. 

3. It cannot be expreſt what juſt and amazing fears ſur- 
prized the People of New-England, when they had notice 
of the Late King Fames's being in France, leſt Sir EZ. 4. 
whoſe Governour and Confident he was, ſhould betray them 
into the Power of the French King, other circumſtances con- 
curring to ſtrengthen theſe fears. The Mohawk and' other 
Indians were in boftility againſt the French, and it was very 
advantagious to the Engliſh Intereſt to have it-ſo, but Sir E. 
cauſed them to make a Peace with the French, whereby the 
French Intereſt in thoſe parrs was ſtren chened, and the Eng- 
liſh weakened. Mr. Peter Reverdy (a q h Proteſtant) in 
his Memoirs concerning Sir E. A. complains of this.

If an unaccountable Inſtint and Reſolution had not animated 
the Inhabitants in and about Boſton,to ſeize on thoſe few men,the 
People there believe N. E. would have been in the hands not 
of King Hilliam but King Lewis &'re thu day : For in Sept. 1689. 
ſeveral Veſlels belonging to N. EF. were taken near Canſi in 
America by ſome French Men of War. The Priſoners ſince at 
liberty, inform, that the French told them, that there was a 
Fleet of Ships bound from France direQly for Boſton in I. E. 
but ſome of them were _ by the Erelihh Ships of War 
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and three or four of them loſt at New-found-land, and that Sir 
E. A. had ſent to the French King for them to come over, 
and the Countrey ſhould be delivered up. And the Lieutenant 
of a French-man of War profeſſed, that if Sir E. A. had not 
been impriſoned, they would then have gone to Boſton. Thits 
ſhews what a good Opinion the French had of him, and ſuch 
reports ſo teſtified made a ſtrange impreſſhon on the (pirits of 
the People throughout the Countrey : And that the World 
may ſee we do not write Fictions of our own, the ſubſequent 
Afidavits are produced and here infertec.

Mr. Palmer's Polition is clearly 
againſt Ju Gentinam & Jus Naturale, which inſtructs every 
man, Nemini injwriam facere, He that thall violently, and with-- 


out any jult cauſe rake from Infidels. their Lands, where they- 
plant, and by which they ſubſiſt, does them manifeſt injury. - 


And let us w of Mr. Palmer if Chriſtian Princes have 


power to diſpole of the Lands belonging to Infidels in te 
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Weſt- Indies, whether they have the like Dominion over the 


Lands belonging to the nfidels in the Eaſt-Inares, and if theſe 
Infidels ſhall retuſe to conſent that ſuch Chriſtians ſhall poſes 
their Lands, that then they may lawfully /7 & Armu expel 
or defiroy them, as the Spaniards did ! We niay ſend Mr. Pl. 
mer for further inſtruction in this point to Ba/aem's 4/5, which 
ingenuoutly acknowledged that her Maſter (though an Infidel) 
bd a Property in, and right cf Dominion over her, «mb. 
22, 30. But this Gerrleman hath ſome other Aſſertions which 
he would have us take for poſtulzra, and then we ſhall be his 
Slave; without all peradventures.

And now we need no further diſcoveryef rhe man. 'Could the 
people of N. E. who are zealous for Engliſh Liberties ever en- 
dure it long, that ſuch aperſon as this ſhould be made one of 
their Jadges, that ſo by ſqueezing them, he might 'be able to 
pay his Debrs> And can any rational man believe, 'that perſons 
of ſuch Principles did not Tyannizeover that when once 
they had them in their cruel Clutches, and could pretend the 
Authority of the late King J.re for what they did?
